How the Mechanism Operates 

Vhen one of the wires is pressed or pulled in some way or other it 
draws torrai^ its direction the security needle, \^ich thus turning 
releases the flare, TJhich passing through the ring falls down the pipe 
and explodes :jhen the of the flare strikes against the ste^ needle* 

The flare blo^-rs up to 300 meters tlius signalizing the entry or eedt 
of a person from that point to the border post.
